As the vacation period approaches, I am reminded that this will be my last 
opportunity to address you before the end of our petition-quota and our 
Commandery statistical year, which ends on June 30, 1963. Although we work- 
ed hard to make our quota, the figures to-date show that we have a total of 
417 petitions received against a total of 650 received at the same time last 
year or 233 petitions less than last year. 


My admonition is - KNIGHT EVERY CANDIDATE BEFORE CLOSING FOR THE SUMMER, MAKE 
EVERY EFFORT TO AVOID SUSPENSIONS FOR NON-PAYMENT FOR DUES, AND ISSUE NO DIMITS 
WITHOUT MAXING A PERSONAL INVESTIGATION INTO THE REASON FOR THE REQUEST. Your 
Net Gain or Loss is determined by your Official Return as of June 30, 1963. 


May I express my heartfelt thanks to the Commanders and Officers of the Con- 
stituent Commanderies who have co-operated so faithfully in attending the 
various functions in order to publicize TEMPLARY?

There were representatives from Grand Commanderies, 
Blue Lodges, Chapters, Councils, and Commanderies from three states together 
with the Eastern Star, White Shrine, Rainbow Girls and DeMolay Boys - SURELY 
TEMPLARY WAS ON THE MARCH! 


On June 4th, the Annual Templar Night at "the Pops" was a successful and en- 
joyable evening. Thanks to our Presiding Councils' Club who sponsored this 
event which provided an opportunit to get to-gether for an evening of good 
music with good friends and Sir Knights. 


The ALL MASONIC NIGHT sponsored by Aleppo A.A.O.N.M.S. that will be held on 
June 8th promises to be a very successful evening - it now appears that 33 
Commanderies will be present with approximately 800 Sir Knights in line to 
participate in this great display of Masonry. 


To all Sir Knights, may you have a happy and restful vacation and return in 
September with renewed vigor to carry on for TEMPLARY.

REPORT OF MEMBERSHIP CHAIRMAN BAYLEY 


EMINENT SIRS AND SIR KNIGHTS: 


We had another low total of only 36 for the month of May and unless we show a 
tremendous surge in candidates in June, our loss will probably be between 250 
and 300 for the Commandery Year, as I reported at our Conclave in Cranston, 
Rhode Island, lust month. The total of 417 through May is 233 35elow the May 
figure of last year of 650, when we ended up with a loss of 84 for the year. It 
is also more than 250 behind the past ten year average of 697 through May of 
each year. 


As I reported in Cranston, this large loss is partly due to the trend of the 
times among fraternal bodies, and partly due to the lack of the necessary hard 
work on the part of many of the Commandexies and their Commanders, who have 
been waiting in vain for candidates to come to them fortuitously. Degrees are 
now prerequisite to the Orders in the Commandery. 


It was expected that for the first year there would be a small loss in the 
Grand Commandery while the Grand Chapter would remain unaffected, and the Grand 
Council would show a tremendous gain. Such has not been the case. The Grand 
Chapter in Masaachusetts, in spite of excellent leadership by Grand High Priest 
Stanley F. Maxwell, will have a loss as large as ours, probably around 275, 
which will be its largest in many years. The Grand Council of Massachusetts 
through May had 378 petitions, which is just about its average of 3rd for the 
preceding six years through the month of May. Incidentally, the Grand Council 
will continue to show a gain this year of around 100, and I believe it is the 
only York Rite Body in the northeast that can show a gain for the past seven 
yeox3. I am sorry that I do not have the figures on Rhode Island. 


The York Rite Committee of Massachusetts should be spearheading a drive for can- 
didates, but only one meeting has been held so far this year, and I have not 
heard that another is planned. The Committee did get out two issues of a fine 
pemphlet "Light of the York Rite", due chiefly to Grand High Priest Maxwell, 

but I understand no more are planned. Incidentally, your York Rite Membership 
Chairman was not invited to the meeting to get things rolling. 


It would appear that the requirement regarding the Council is not working well. 
In view of this your Membership Chairman at Cranston presented two amendments 
for your con:ideration at our Annual Grand Conclave in October. One provides 
for outright zppeal of the amendment adopted at our Conclave last November, and 
the other provides that a Candidate who has taken his Chapter Degrees may then 
take his Orders in the Commandery, provided that he has petitioned for the 
Degrees in a constituent Council. Only one can be adopted in October, and you 
will have the summer to think them over. 


Owing to lack ef candidates, Boston Commandery will not confer all three Orders 
on June 19th as originally planned and stated in my last report.

FROM THE PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


June 17th marks the 188th Anniversary of the BATTLE OF BUNKER HILL. Major General 
Joseph Warren, at that time acting Grand Master for the Continent of America, was 
the first Knight Templar to yield up his life in the battle of freedom. His Masonic 
Record is as follows: he was made a Master Mason in St. Andrew's Lodge of Boston 
on November 28th, 1765; he was made a Templar in St. Andrew's Royal Arch Lodge of 
Boston, now (St. Andrew's Royal Arch Chapter) on May 14, 1770; in December 1769 he 
received a commission from the Grand Lodge of Scotland making him Grand Master of 
Masons in Boston and for 100 miles around; on March 7, 1772, he received another 
commission making him Grand Master of Masons for the Continent of America. He died 
on the field of battle on June 17, 1775. 


Although General Warren was termed a Revolutionist, he was fighting for the prin- 
ciples upon which our Order was founded: Freedom, Liberty, Justice and the 
Christian Religion. 


The events leading up to the BATTLE OF BUNKER HILL were many, to quote from various 
items, we find the following: following the Boston Tea Party, Parliment passed 
what was known as the "Port Bill" which established a blockade and its harbour, 
which became effective on June 1, 1774. This imposed serious hardships upon the 
people of Boston. The Sons of Liberty held many meetings under the Liberty Tree 
which stood at what is now the corner of Essex, Boylston and Washington Streets - 
they did what they could to unite the American Colonies against the British Rule. 
The blockade was discussed before many groups in public meetings not only in New 
England but through the entire country, and plans were made to help their fellow - 
Americans. Southern newspapers printed many items of the actions taken in various 
places and served to unite all in an effort to afford relief, a Baltimore paper 
stated a vessel had sailed with a full load of provisions for the people in Boston. 


The Boston Tea Party aroused England and the government acted to punish those who had 
taken a part and to enforce the "Port Bill" by sending warships with soldiers. The 
first to arrive was the ship Lively which reached Boston on May 1, 1774. Later in 

the summer eleven regiments of British troops had been landed from nearly thirty ships. 


Dr. Joseph Warren was serving as President of the Provincial Congress of Massachusetts, 
he also served as Chairman of Public Safety, and his every move was carefully watched 
by the British. This was also true of several members of the Lodge. Paul Revere was 
a member of a group, who patrolled the streets and waterfront keeping watch on the 
actions of the British. 


On the evening of Junel6, 1775 just before sunset, twelve hundred soldiers, under the 
Veteran General Prescott were issued blankets and provisions for twenty-four hours, 
and at 9:00 o'clock they began their march to Charlestown, where, under cover of 
darkness, they started to dig and prepare defences for the seige to follow. During 
the battle, a British officer, recognizing Warren as a Mason, called upon him to 
surrender in order to save his life. As he turned to see who had spoken to him, a 
bullet hit him in the forehead and he died instantly; his final resting place being 
in Forrest Hill Cemetery.

DID YOU KNOW THAT THE CORNERSTONE OF THE STATUE OF LIBERTY WAS LAID WITH MASONIC 
HONORS BY THE GRAND LODGE OF NEW YORK?

In the year 1865 a group of well-know Frenchmen, Masonic Brothers gathered in the 
Garden of Edward Rene Laboulaye, among those present were Oscar and Edmond de 
Lafayette, grand sons of that Illustrious Marquis de Lafayette. In the course 

of the conversation, Laboulaye remarked that it would be a splendid gesture on 

the part of the liberty-loving Frenchmen to acknowledge their friendship to America 
by presenting a fitting memorial. But due to the rule of Napoleon IIL and Franco- 
Prussian War, the idea lay dormant, but not forgotten. However by 1871, the plan 
was tevived for the Unknown Memorial, and a youthful brother from Alsace, by the 
name of Auguste Bartholdi, a sculpture of note, was questioned and asked to submit 
for a fitting memorial. On July 4, 1876, Bartholdi sailed for America. He quickly 
made a sketch of his idea and returned to France. 


Bartholdi's model for the Goddess of Liberty was his mother. The Statue was finis- 
hed May 27, 1884, and officially presented on July 4, 1884. As the work progressed 
plans were formulated for the laying of the cornerstone, the committee contacted 

the Grand Lodge of Masons of the State of New York as appropriate to the occasion. 
They began the Northeast corner of the pedestal where the cornerstone was to be laid, 
the Masonic Ceremony of Consecration. Brother Richard Hunt, principle architect 

of the base presented the working tools to Most Worshipful William Brodie, Grand 
Officers. The cornerstone was tested, the Grand Master applied the cement and the 
stone was lowered into place. The Grand Master struch three blows with the gavel 
and declared the stone duly laid. 


In the cornerstone were deposited a copy of George Washington's Farewell Address, 
twenty bronze medals of the Presidents and other famous men who were Freemasons. 
Copies of the New York newspapers, portrait of Bartholdi, a list on parchment of 
the Grand Lodge of Masons of New York, and a poem on LIBERTY by E.R. Johnnes. 
Dedication Day was October 28, 1886.
